direction. To remain in his seat meant 
to be burned to death.

This he 
did and the pilot then steered the m a­ 
chine safely to earth.

DuBose said if the interest here ap­ 
peared to justify it and a sufficient 
number of men beyond IOO passed the 
necessary tests, he would recommend 
an increase in the limit as to numbers 
so as to include every man who ap­ 
plies and possesses 
the necessary 
qualifications. 
To qualify for this unit the student.- 
must be in one of the engineering 
schools, be between 18 and 21 years 
of agt*, of the registration of Sept. 12, 
and be physically and mentally sound. 
After showing the stuff that is in 
them, a number of men will be desig­ 
nated for an officers training camp, 
as is the case in the arm y with the 
members of the regular military units 
of the S. A. T. C. The men must be 
inducted into the naval unit by their 
local boards, just as is the case with 
the other units.

H o w s T h i s ? 


While fire was reducing to ashes 
the John Allen home and the main 
building of Allen academy, Principals 
K. O. and John Allen called the stu­ 
dents together on the campus and 
told them not a single 
recitation 
would be missed. About 70 boys were 
thrown out of homes and given quar­ 
ters for the night or as many nights 
as may be necessary in the homes in 
the neighborhood and about 
town, 
steps were taken to provide recitation 
rooms by tomorrow morning and to 
erect tents or temporary barracks un­ 
til such time as permanent quarters 
eau be constructed. 
The fire alarm was turned in at 
10.50 o’clock when all but three of the 
students were standing on Twenty- 
sixth street preparatory to visiting 
the war relics train at the Houston 
and Texas Central depot. Prof. R. O. 
Allen had just called to the com­ 
mandant, Major Martin, to bring the 
boys to the train when the fire bell 
rang, and even then he did not con­ 
ceive that it could be Allen academy 
that was burning. 
Soon, howevei, 
he learned the tiuth, the boys were 
marched back to the academy and 
efforts made to supplement the work 
of the firemen. 
Fire Chief Jenkins 
says that when they reached 
the 
scene of the fire, the buildings were 
a seething furnace, and nothing could 
have been done to save them. 
Both 
were of wood construction throughout 
and bullied like piles of dry kindling. 
Bryan hall, the fireproof building hard 
by, suffered the loss of some wooden 
window sashes but was 
otherwise 
not damaged. The fire was out in an 
hour and a half after the alarm was 
turned in. 
In this connection Fire 
Chief Jenkins asks The Eagle to ex­ 
tend thanks to all who so valiantly 
assisted the firemen. 
While there he 
received his first notification 
from 
any of the citizens of their disposition 
to act as volunteer firemen during the 
emergency created by the war, the 
term s being that these men will not 
be required to attend fire company 
meetings but shall pledge themselves 
to attend fires and render such assist­ 
ance as they can and remain until the 
drudgery has been completed. 
The fire was first observed by Mrs 
P. N. Raysor and her son-in-law, C 
L. Wignall, who turned in the alarm 
by telephone. 
Prof. R. O. Allen told 
Chief Jenkins that th e 'origin of the 
fire is known. The boys are required 
to keep their rooms in order. 
A fter 
cleaning up their rooms they place 
the paper and other trash in the halls, 
the janitor sweeps it to the end of 
the iialls, carries it to a large wheel­ 
barrow made for the purpose 
and 
then cleans up another hall and thus 
keeps going until all the halls are 
cleaned, after which the trash 
is 
burned in the open at a safe 
dis­ 
tance from all buildings. 
The boys 
were in haste to get away yesterday 
morning and perhaps some one 
of 
them was a bit careless about a cig­ 
aret stub or a half burned match. The 
janitor, instead of following his usual 
custom, moved the trash to the ends 
of the halls before removing any of 
it. 
In one of the big piles in the 
main building it is supposed that the 
cigaret or match ignited the whole 
pile. 
The fire extinguisher provided 
for such emergencies failed to work, 
the blaze got a good headway and 
was soon beyond the control of the 
few people in and about the academy. 
Fortunately there was scarcely any 
wind, but the heat from the main 
building and the firebrands that were 
carried aloft soon ignited the John 
Alien residence, and it went about as 
rapidly us the main building. 
The John Allen residence was one 
of the oldest places in Bryan, having 
been erected something like a half 
century ago. It was originally known 
as the Dr. Mitchell place, and was a 
fine, big old home. 
The main build­ 
ing was the accumulation of about 18 
or 20 years. 
When the Allens first 
came here to establish 
themselves 
with the academy the building was 
started and consisted of four rooms 
un one floor. A little later the second 
story was added and some time after 
that the library room was built 
and 
other rooms added from time to time 
until it became quite a pretentious 
structure for a wooden building. 
Owing to the rapidity with which 
the fire spread not much was saved. 
Some of the office furniture and the 
records were saved, so that the stand­ 
ing of each boy with the academy was 
aul lost. 
A piano was another piece 
of furniture saved as well as several 
chairs and other movable articles. The 
John Allen residence was not entirely I 
consumed, but the salvage therefrom j 
w ill be very slight. 
The boys, numbering about 70, who J 
hail rooms in the main building and 
in the residence, lost all they possess­ 
ed, including their books, clothing and 
other possessions. One boy lost a fine | 
gun and a watch. 
Others had laid in 
supplies of w inter clothing and these 
were consumed. 
'They had nothing 
left but what they wore, and as most 
of them were without their blouses,

Charles S. Pipkin, sergeant quarter­ 
m asters corps, 33rd division headquar­ 
ters, American expeditionary forces, 
writes a very interest! ntr jim! 
ry interesting and instruc­ 
tive letter to home folks. He has been 
in France several months and his let­ 
ter in part is as follows: 
France, August 22, 1918. 
Munday Afternoon. 
I very much enjoyed your letters. 
Our mail only reaches us over here 
one. in every ten or twelve days or so, 
and you can not imagine how we look 
forward to receiving our mail. 
It is 
the only word we have from what is so 
near and dear to us, and what is al­ 
ways uppermost in our minds. 
We 
eagerly seize and devour every letter 
we get over here and if a fellow 
doesn't draw something when the truck 
does get in, well, there is a bit of 
tall cussing from him. 
We eagerly 
seize and read the local papers, no 
m atter from whose town they come. 
I have asked mamma and Em to send 
me the Bryan Daily Eagle, togeth­ 
er with what Houston papers 
they 
hud, in a bundle about once every 
week. 
This would afford me quite a 
bit ol pleasure. 
We see daily papers, 
but they come mostly from London 
and outside of war news with which 
we are already familiar, there is very 
little in them. 
\ ou can very easily imagine that 
letter writing is almost a task over 
here. 
In the first plate, the 
very 
things in which you would be inter­ 
ested in hearing us speak of we ar 
all prohibited by the censor. 
That 
leaves us to write about the weather. 
W hat advances, louise.-, gains, 
etc., 
which take place, often you hear of 
and know the particulars of by th* 
time we do. 
Things are run on such 
a grand, inconceivably large 
scale 
over 
here 
that 
it 
is 
im posable 
except for and through official re 
ports, for even one over here to keep 
track of things, There are many local 
engagements all up and down the 
•IOO miles of battle front constantly in 
progress, 
I suppose to one who is 
in the states, and with a set picture 
in their minds of conditions over here 
it is hird for them to understand just 
why one person, anywhere on 
the 
front, can not keep pretty well in 
touch with things. 
I assure you that 
this can not bt* done. 
There is very 
little use for me trying to tell you 
about things over hen*. What I would 
Im- allowed to say would in no way 
convey to your mind an understanding 
of the situation in general. 
I wil 
-ay, however, that this war game b 
about the biggest, mo t comprehensive 
business that you could imagine. 
It 
would perhaps be likened to one of 
the largest industrial plants in the 
world, with several million employes, 
each an expert or training to be an 
expert in his particular lin^ and cov­ 
ering every industry known—all work­ 
ing with one purpose in view, the ef­ 
fective killing of enemy 
soldiers. 
To a person who has not been over 
here, who has not even the business 
at first hand, the horrible side of the 
war, only, looms up to them as being 
too terrible for words. 
It is terrible 
and all that. 
However, the things 
most dreaded over her** are the shells 
and bayonets, 
poisonous 
gasses 
or 
aerial bombs of the enemy, but the 
unending, monotonous grind, of physi­ 
cal discomfort—not being able 
to 
sleep, to bathe. 
to shave, to wear 
clean clothes and having to subsist 
continuously on plain food. 
We get 
plenty to eat, but such things as 
cakes, pies, sw eetbreads and meats 
of ali kinds, are very much missed. 
I have nothing to say of Franee. 
I have been in Paris, once when I first 
arrived in the country. 
From a nat­ 
ural standpoint it is a very pretty 
country. Every foot is farmed as if it 
were a garden. 
All the roads are 
kept in fine condition and you might 
ride for days on public highways and 
never get off of an almost perfect 
road, lined always on each 
de, as 
fur as the eye can reach, with tall, 
stately trees which 
must each be 
many years old, all in perfect line and 
standing like sentinels along all the 
highways. 
The French 
ar** 
very 
strong on this brick wall, vine-clad 
stuff. 
Every house, even in the small 
villages, has its brick walls and these 
covered with vines. 
Quite often 
in 
every little village, or rather near it. 
there is one large, magnificent home, 
occupied by a duke or baron or earl

by a beautiful garden in most cases, 
and stately lines of age-old trees will 
he the chateau itself. Every building 
is either brick or stone. 
Of course 
everything is in quite a run-down state 
of affairs, especially up here close 
behind the lines. 
All the little vil 
luges are deserted, except for a few 
of the old inhabitants or keepers of 
the chateaus. 
Many large towns 
which you can tell in prosperous times 
were very busy and very pretty, are 
now practically deserted. 
Since be 
ing over here I have been in the 
church in which William the Con 
queror was married. 
By the way, France 
is entirely 
Roman Catholic. 
All along the roads 
in some sheltered little nooks, you will 
see every now and then a tall iron 
cross or rather a crucifix. 
I have 
been in no part of France where these 
were not in evidence. 
These stand 
out in sharp contrast, as there rum 
hies by them the large cannon, the 
unending lines of troops on foot or 
the rambling big trucks that carry 
ammunition and supplies to the front 
The strong point of the French is 
u im-. I venture to say that they nev­ 
er use water for anything but stock 
Some OI their wine is good, their 
champagne is especially good, 
when 
able to get it. 
However, 
my 
com 
ments on France wil! necessarily be 
limited as I have seen very little of 
the country. 
As for me personally I am getting 
along fine. My work here is practical 
ly same as it was in the states. 
I 
live in a hole in the ground, with an 
other follow. 
We all sleep about 
three or four feet below the surface 
of the ground. Because when “Jerry 
comes over with his bombing planes 
at night 
if he doesn’t drop one on 
your head, or rather if he doesn’t 
drop one too close, and if you are be­ 
low1 the surface the flying shrapnel 
from the bombs isn’t nearly so likely 
to plug a hole in you. 
We all like 
dark, moonless nights, because 
he 
can’t see nearly so well. 
When he 
gets up there over your head it sounds 
ik< a bee hive buzzing around, 
We 
can always tell a "Jerry ” from one of 
our own planes by the sound of his 
motors.'* Sometimes in the day time 
Jerry gets up about 20,000 feet to 
photograph the works behind the lines. 
The anti-air craft guns go to booming 
away at him something terrific, 
to 
keep him up so high he can’t see 
much. There is excitement every hour 
of the day and one has to just 
go 
about his business. At night time th* 
usual thing is guns booming on the 
front, the sky flaring up with burst 
rig shells, with searchlights looking 
for Jerry's planes and occasionally a 
tar shell bursting over No Man’s 
Land to light it up so they can see 
what is going on. 
last night, for instance, Jerry came 
over. 
W e heard his plane long before 
he was over us. 
We didn't know 
whew he was headed. 
We could hear 
the allied planes humming up in the 
air searching for him. 
Soon he was 
over far enough for operations to 
begin. 
Suddenly, from about a doz­ 
en different directions, from 
the 
ground, long, powerful searchlights 
bt gun to cross themselves high up in 
the air, feeling and peering for hint— 
any of them much more powerful than 
Iocomot!V* headlight. 
Still Jerry 
came on. 
We can hear him hut the 
ights have not yet found him. They 
traverse the whole sky looking, feel­ 
ing for him. 
Suddenly one of the 
moat powerful of them gets a line 
on him. 
Then another and another, 
until they have him in cross-lights 
He falters, ducks, loops and so on, 
trying to escape their glare. 
The 
anti-aircraft guns then open up from 
the ground with ‘Heinie” full in view. 
’hen from out of the dark some­ 
where conies an allied plune. 
He is 
right up where Jerry is. 
The allied 
airman signals to the ground for the 
anti-aircraft to cease firing.' 
Then 
makes a dive for Jerry, opening 
up on him with his machine gun. You 
an see the streak of fire as he goes 
nearer and nearer and pours a stream ­ 
ing fire of lead into the 
bombing 
plane. Then a light Is seen on Jerry ’s 
plane. 
It grows and then flares, and 
it is see# that Jerry is on fire. 
With 
in awful roar of his motors and a 
great whirring noise he crashes to 
the ground amid the cheers of all the 
fellows for miles around who 
are 
watching the performance. 
You will wonder at my crude con­ 
trivance for fastening the pages to­ 
gether. 
These bits of w ire came off 
his plane. 
I ‘used a tooth pick to- 
x*KHt after supper (of corn tieef and 
rdtaek) that was made with a splin­ 
ter from the wrecked plane. 
This 
Herman plane that was shot down car­ 
ried seven passengers. 
It had five 
i\ -cylinder engines and was over IOO 
feet long, 
lf you know anything of 
planes you can readily see that this 
was some plune. 
They carry what 
is known as aerial bombs. 
These art- 
some three feet long and about 12 
inches in diameter. 
They dig a hole 
hen they hit about IO feet deep and 
about ft) feet in diameter. They sound 
like all the noise you ever heard corn­ 
bin. <1 into on, loud explosion. 
About 
the most interesting sound is a heavy 
barrage, 
lf you can imagine one 
loud peal of thunder continued for 
three-quarters of an hour, well that 
is the way a barrage sounds. 
One 
wonders how any living thing could 
survive in front of it. 
The trend of affair" during 
the 
month of July has changed entirely. 
It is confidently felt over here 
now 
that, since the German defeat on the 
Marne and the success of the British j 
on th, ic front, the* Germans 
have j 
reached and passed their high water 
I mark. 
Heretofore, for the most part, j 


I 
they have been entirel> on the often- J 
si va. 
From now on, all Germany will 
ever do Is to fight a defensive war. I 
The allie.-- are coming into their own 
' and Germany’* fate is sealed. 
It is 


allies crushing bel completely. 
I do 
no! undertake to ray how long this 
x iii be but we can and will do it. 
America just did get into the fight 
in time to save the situation. 
As for myself, while we have many 
hard hips and discomforts over here, 
I would not go back home at all now 
until the war is over. 
I want it to 
end as badly as anyone, but before 
it ends we must have a cpmplete vic­ 
tory over the German military ma­ 
chine. 
There is no danger of a revolt in 
Germany. 
Unless her general staff 
has sense enough to see her inevitable 
fate—utter defeat of her armies—and 
give up the fight, the war will have 
to be fought out. 
rt has been said that her arm y was 
composed of old men and boys. 
Lis­ 
ten to this: 
No doubt you have seen 
in the papers that recently the B rit­ 
ish and French captured some 24,000 
prisoners. 
I have talked to many of 
the men who saw most of these pris­ 
oners' after they got behind the lines. 
For the most part they were well fed 
and in good spirits. 
They all ex­ 
pressed admiration for the kaiser. 
There were very few young men; that 
is, men under 18 years of age, if any, 
and no very old men. They all thought 
the sinking of the Lusitania was all 
right, since it carried munitions. When 
asked why they resorted to barbarous 
modes of warfare, such as poisonous 
gas. they all said that it was not their 
fault that the allies did not have gas. 
The only way they could see it was 
that this was a war and everything 
went that could b«* used. 
Several, or 
rather number" of them, wore the iron 
cross. 
They are treated well behind 
the lines when they are 
captured. 
Most of them think and say that Ger­ 
many will win. 
However, out of all 
those questioned none of them seemed 
to be familiar with the fact 
that 
America was assembling an 
army 
over here that would equal their own 
in the course of time. 
Most of them 
are not fam iliar with the fact that in 
the fighting around the Marne, in this 
last severe defeat of theirs, our sup­ 
pos'd boyish troops met and drove 
back two divisions of their best troops 
—the Prussian guards. 
The fighting 
of our troops around Chateau-Thierry 
and then later in pursuit of the^jer- 
mans will be history. Deeds oPwrav- 
ery and courage are too numerous to 
single any one of them out and tell 
about it. 
We feel over here that all of you 
there are behind us and we are willing 
and glad to bi- here—since it had to 
be done. 
By the way, .speaking of royalty, 
royal personages, etc., listen: 
Our country* has at present only 
three full generals, General Pershing, 
commander in chief; General Tasker 
H. Bliss, chief of staff, American E 
F,. and General Peyton C. March, 
U, S. chief of staff. 
Of these three, 
the first two are at present in this 
■ountry. 
They have paid our camp 
several visits. 
I wish you could see 
General Pershing. 
He is the most 
striking and forceful person I ever 
beheld. 
You will perhaps attribute 
this to me being an enlisted man and 
he a four-star general. 
But I assure 
you that after seeing the commanders 
>f th* British armies in France, and 
many, many other higher officers and 
generals, 
he stands out head 
and 
boulder" above them all. 
He is as 
handsome as they make them; he has 
smile and one of the best faces I 
ever saw on a human being; he does 
not look old or dissipated, as his pic­ 
tures show him. 
He stands about six 
feet or over, has very broad shoul- 
iers. a perfect head and jaw, 
and 
rather prominent chin, and carries 
him.M-lf like he might be the friend 
if all. 
His years of training in mili­ 
tary have given him a carriage and 
poise that any man would envy. 
He 
ominds you of a fine race horse. He 
"cern." a." if he has about 10,000 volts 
»f electricity in him and had complete 
ontrol over every volt of it. 
When 
he walks about and inspects a guard 
f honor, or something like that, oh, 
boy, you stand with your mouth open 
and wonder where they got him. 
No 
other man alive is better suited to 
command our army and I doubt if any 
could do it as well. 
He is the very 
picture of efficiency, health and de­ 
cision. 
It is easy to see how and 
why he was chosen for the biggest 
lob on earth. 
He does not give you 
a feeling of awe, or a feeling that he 
had just as soon bite your head off 
not. but on the other hand, from 
the way he talks and speaks, with an 
easy smile when he chooses, he seems 
a* if he is easily approachable. How­ 
ever, that is only 
one of the usual 
marks of a great man. 
He looks to 
weigh about 180 or 190. but has not 
one ounce of surplus flesh on him; 
ill shoulders and chest and with per­ 
fect linos to his body. 
Porhap> you have heard of King 
Jeorge of England, also of Sir Gen­ 


eral liawlirison of the British armies 
in France. 
Well, picture me, with 
another bunch of enlisted men, stand­ 
ing about 40 feet from the entrance 
of a beautiful chateau here in France, 
with all the trees, beautiful grounds, 
etc., mentioned above, and General 
Pershing, General Bliss and Sir Gen­ 
eral Rawlinson of the British armies, 
and numerous other m ajor generals, 
brigadiers, etc., .standing on the stone 
steps of that chateau, talking and 
being friendly. 
Then 
attention 
is 
called and up rolls about the swellest 
limousine car you ever saw, flying the 
royal colors of Great Britain from 
the bow. 
The car comes to a stop 
right up in the drive in front of the 
entrance to the building. The guards* 
of honor ail come to “present arm s,” 
and several generals, etc., step from 
the car and then out steps his majes­ 
ty, the king of England. 
The band 
stationed near by strikes up “God 
.Save the King.” 
All the officers and 
the king stand at the salute while 
it is played, then the band starts up 
immediately “The Star Spangled Ban­ 
ner,” and again the .-alute is rendered 
by us all. The king shakes hands all 
around—that is of course with Gen­ 
eral Pershing and the bunch of offi­ 
cers on the steps. 
Then the officers 
repair to the inside of the chateau 
for a while. 
Meantime there 
has 
been drawn up on the spacious lawn 
behind the chateau a guard of honor. 
We all go out to see the show. 
No 
circus I ever saw quite equalled it. 
Out in the center of the lawn was 
table on which lay about ten Engl 
decorations of war. 
To g**t to the 
point, the king, the British generals, 
and Generals Pershing 
and Bliss, 
were here to be present when the king 
would decorate several of our sol­ 
diers for bravery in fighting. 
This 
was done, each man coming forward, 
rendering a salute to the king, who 
then piifned the decoration on him. 
One word about the French girls. 
They are scarce, so far as I have been 
able to determine and in fact I have 
seen none for months. 
W hat men 
have been lucky enough to go to Paris 
all say that it is one more gay life. 
They also say that there are quite a 
number of American girls there who 
under some pretense or other in some 
semi-official uniform, 
are 
having 
quite a gay time. 
Everybody goes to 
Paris who has the opportunity. How­ 
ever I will say that outside of that 
particular place the girls do not fall 
over themselves after the soldiers.

orable discharge from the army 
of 
1898-9. The w hereabouts of the other 
is unknown, but the fact tha the 
existed, was a soldier and deserted 
has proved annoying to the John W. 
Day of Bryan, w-ho is able to prove 
a complete alibi. 
The matter gained 
publicity through the activities 
of 
John F. Morrissey, 
who somehow’ 
learned of the defections of the other 
Day, got the record from the war de­ 
partment and published it by word of 
mouth and display of the record to 
the chagrin and mortification of the 
Bryan Day, who was arrested charg­ 
ed with assault on Morrissey 
here 
Thursday night, an account of which 
was printed in The Eagle yesterday. 
John W. Day of Bryan was born in 
Boston, Mass., in June, 1872, making 
him 46 years of age. 
The other Day 
was born in Parker, Ran., enlisted 
September 21, 1903, at the age of 21 
years and IO months, wherefore he 
would be a little under 37 years of 
age now. 
Under seal of the Pitts­ 
burg Bricklayers’ union, 
Financial 
Secretary John M. Roberts certifies 
that* John W. Day paid dues there 
from January I to October I, 1904, 
and on November 3, was transferred 
to Baltimore, Md. 
The Kansas City 
Day was in the army at that time, but 
the records show he deserted^n Cali­ 
fornia August 22, 1904, while 
the 
other Day was in Pittsburg and sur­ 
rendered to the civil authorities No­ 
vember 18, 1904, while the other Day 
was in Baltimore. 
'The Kansas Day, according to tile 
record, was a private in company K, 
18th U. S. infantry, was convicted of 
desertion by court martial at Fort 
McDowell, Cal., December 23, 1904, to 
January 3, 1906, the offense having 
been committed at Camp Atascadero, 
Cal., when the other Day was in Pitts­ 
burg, Pa., the other side of the con­ 
tinent, sentenced to dishonorable dis­ 
charge, total forfeitures and confine­ 
ment at hard labor for a period of 
one year, and after approval by the 
commanding general he was sent to 
imprisonment on Alcatraz island. The 
judge advocate, Lieut. Col. Wm. S. 
Weeks, in a letter to the Bryan Day 
conveying this information, says that 
under date of July l l , 1918, John F. 
Morrissey requested a statement of 
the record of John W. Day.

When I left Bryan to join the army 
I didn’t intend to wait seven months 
before writing to you. 
But in the 
army we always have an excuse (not 
always a reason) for our shortcom­ 
ings. 
I have written to several Bry­ 
an people but perhaps you haven’t 
heard a word concerning me. 
First, I went home for a few days 
then on to Cambridge, Mass., to the 
school of military 
aeronautics 
at 
M assachusetts Institute of Technolo­ 
gy. 
A fter 12 weeks I was comm is­ 
sioned a second lieutenant without 
taking final examinations, which were 
due to come two weeks later. 
I was 
%ent to Camp Dick at Dallas 
for 
further training and then I took my 
first ride above the clouds. 
There 
are no thrills to compare with looping 
the loop or taking a nose dive from 
3500 feet, so it is hard to describe but 
I shall say that the ground felt bet­ 
ter under my feet when I got 
back 
than it ever did before. 
I wanted to 
learn to fly but the powers that be 
decided I was of more use on the 
ground. 
SAILS FOR FRANCE. 
I left Dallas June 28 and a little 
later sailed for France. 
We had a 
most delightful trip across. 
I was 
sick a few days but not seriously. 
It 
is great sport to be on deck at night 
anti watch the water churned into 
foam and the glow of the phosphorous 
as the foam comes to the surface. The 
term “going down to the sea in ships,” 
takes on a new meaning now. 
Dallas was the hottest place I have 
been. 
France has been quite agree­ 
able so far but the rains are beginning 
now and they tell me the fair weather 
is over. 
I arrived in France July 20 
and after going through several rest 
camps and being drilled in using the 
ga- mask was sent to Paris i&r duty. 
I was there during a three-day bom­ 
ba'dment by the German Big Bertha 
and also saw two air raids. 
After 
three weeks of Paris I was put on duty 
here and shall probably be here as 
long as the war lasts. 
I would like 
J to see the front but my duty seems 
to be to do the job assigned. 
My 
work is entirely with French people 
I am learning French as rapidly a 
my thick head can allow. 
A French 
man who is a teacher in the 
grade 
schools here comes almost every eve­ 
ning from 8 to IO or from 20 to 22 
as we say here. 
He says I am a good 
pupil and shall be talking with the 
natives in another month. 
I hope he 
is right, because an interpreter is such 
a nuisance. 
He says my first name 
is French but you never would recog­ 
nize it if you heard a Frenchman say 
it. 
I am living at a hotel now but 
expect to room and board with 
a 
French fam ily after October I. 
That 
will help to learn the language also.
